There  are  five  piped  supplies  in  the  area,  four  of  which  are  chlorinated 
T}^e  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  every  house  has 
its  own  piped  supply,  except  in  the  case  of  a few  scattered  d^^rellings  such  as 
isolated  farms.  There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  form  of  any  . 

contamination.  There  are  no  stand  pipe  supplies.

The  whole  district  apart  from  a few  isolated  farms,  is  served  by  public 
sewers  with  one  sevjsrage  disposal  works. 

The  disposal  plant  has  been  working  normally  and  the  sewerage  effluent 
complies  with  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Royal  Commission, 

The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Tawe, 

Samples  of  Effluent 

Four  samples  of  effluent  were  also  taken  at  factories  in  the  district  and 
were  reported  upon  as  follows  : - 

1.  Kelvin  Hughes(2,2,71 ) 

Concentration  of  chromium  of  6,9  parts  per  million  were  reported  and 
the  /inalyst  advised  that  care  should  be  taken  to  keep  this  down  to  as 
low  as  possible  so  as  to  ensure  that  not  more  than  1 p,p,m  would  enter 
the  filter  beds,  A higher  concentration  would  damage  the  filter. 

In  other  respects  the  sample  v^as  satisfactory, 

2,  Breconshire  Hosiery  (23.3.7I) 

Nothing  present  of  a toxic  nature,  metalic  or  organic,  but  it  had  a high 
permangate  content,  which  should  be  diluted.  As  long  as  this  effluent 
was  diluted  by  3 parts  of  water  to  one  of  effluent  the  diluted  liquid 
should  cause  no  harm  to  the  works, 

3«  Breconshire  Hosiery  (28.5* 71) 

Permangate  figure  faitly  high  - equivalent  to  that  of  weak  sewage. 

The  two  metals  found  in  rather  high  concentration  were  chromium  and 
copper.  Chromium  in  particular  is  toxic  and  could  upset  the 
workings  of  a biological  purification  plant. 
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4,  Kelvin  Hughes  (31.12,71) 


Analyses  showed  that  the  acid  effluent  had  been  properly  neutralised 
and  were  rather  caustic  in  character.  The  main  toxic  effluent 

was  chromium  amount  to  4,8  p.p.ra  v/hich  although  less  than  that  found 
in  the  last  sample  was  nevertheless  gi’satly  in  excess  of  tliat  which 
can  be  tolerated  by  a biological  filter. 

Two  samples of  sewerage  effluent  were  taken  at  the  Council's  sewerage  works 
prior  to  being  discharged  dxiring  1971  • The  Public  Analyst’s  reports  on 
all  samples  were  satisfactory.
